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PREFACE.

A new Grammar^ " for the use of Schools," however excellent in itself, or interesting to those 
who are carious in the structure of language, is, oh one account, an olgect of no unreasonable 
apprehension, to persons engaged in the education of jouth. When a boy changes his Grani'- 
inar with his School, time is lost in unlraming his former grammatical lessons, or in learning them 
o?er again in a new phraseology, end a confusion thereby introduced into his mind, which it 
usually costs much labour to remove. 

The present volume pretends to little that is new, except the plan upon which its contents are 
arranged. It is an attempt only to assist and facilitate the operation of an ofd system, and that the 
most generally adopted in Schools, both publie and private. The young student will find his Eton 
Grammar In a state of apparent dislocation ; but it is hoped that the exercise of collecting and 
re-adjusting its component members, may make him the better aequainted with the symmetry 
and just proportion of the whole. Such having been the sole object contemplated by the Editor, 
he has confined his attention to the bare text of the Eton Grammar, without introducing any 
supplementary matter, even into those parts in which it is conflessedly deficient.

The principle of the Book will be easily understood. — ^Every one is conscious of the assistance 
which be derives in retaining a passage of an author, from recollecting the situation in the page 
in which he has been accustomed to view it ; and this assistance is perceptible in proportion to the 
frequency with which the passage has come under his notice. A school-boy, who may be very 
imperfectly acquainted with bis Latin Syntax, and may even have been accustomed to say it by 
rote, can yet, without any extraordinary exertion of his memory, tell, very nearly, the situation 
of every principal rule contained in it. It occurred to the Editor, in the course of hia daily 
occupation, that this principle Would be turned to some account, however heedless the learner, if 
a Grammar (than which nu book meets, or ought to iieet, so frequently the^eye of the student), 
could be arranged apon such a plan, that the place of each rule might bear some relation to thp 
object of the rule itself, and indicate the gender or case, which the learner may be required to 
commit to memory. This idea, combined with the acknowledgeddifficulty of learning by heart (not 
to say in the case of very young boys of understanding), the harsh and rugged lines of the *' Propria 
quse Maribus,'' <* Quae Genus," and ** As in Present!,*' suggested the experiment upon this part 
of the Grammar, in the first instance. The substance of it will be found to be compressed into a 
much less compass than it occupies in the Eton text. In learning it, the pupil is expected to make 
early use of his Dictionary, the labour of searching which for the English of each word, will not 
weaken the impression intended to be made upon his mind; and were he to decline each word, 
throughout, with its proper English, it would serve as an useful praxis on his accidence, at the same 
time that the gender or coigugation of the word itself became permanently fixed on the memory. 



IV PREFACE. 

Of tbe Syntax, not fewer tban eighty rules are capable of such arrangement. In this part it 
will be observed, that where more tban one ease is governed under any rule, the rule, expressing 
such government, appears in the proper divisions of the page, with tbe respective examples sub- 
joined. Exceptions from rules are similarly disposed, but printed in italic ; and tbe notice of 
the learner is directed to them by the difference of type and tbe sign {^ placed before the rules 
to which they belong. It is hoped, that by being obliged to repeat the rule as many times as there 
are cases governed, and to learn every rule and exception in its proper place, the pupil may 
receive a deeper and more lasting impression of tbe purport of it, than he does under the 
ordinary arrangement. Nor is there reason to apprehend, that the trouble of searching for the 
rule next in succession will neutralize this effiect, but rather tbe contrary. The English Syntax 
is placed first in order, and in the single form, because it is thus learned and understood with the 
least difficulty ; and with a view also that, when once committed to the memory, it may serve as a 
frequent reading lesson ; tbo benefit of which exercise, if accompanied by the remarks of the 
teacher, must be apparent. In the Latin Syntax, the illQstrative wcurds only of each example are 
given, instead of the whole example with tbe indicative letters, a, h$ for the purpose of arresting 
more forcibly the notice of the learner, and eliciting enquiry. Of the English and Latin parts, 
the pages will be found to correspond exactly, each_to each : the former having been committed 
to memory, tbe latter may serve as an easy construing lesson, and the examples, at least, be parsed 
with the peculiar advantage of giving the learner a thorough acquaintance with tbe particular 
rule under consideration. 

The order in which tbe Prosody appears will not, it is hoped, be found less perspicuous thaa 
the old one ; nor the conciseness, with which tbe rules are expressed, to deserve the charge of ob» 
scurity. Those rules only are given in Latin which are more constantiy used in scanning a verse. 

The accidence, being Incapable of the like arrangement, is prefixed only for tbe purpose of 
making tbe book complete, and to avoid tbe necessity of having two Grammars in the same 
School. In reprinting it, however, some alterations and additions have been made, which may 
perhaps be found useful. 

From the result of a desultory trial, which has already been made of the Book in his own 
School (for the use <^ which it was originally designed), the Editor thinks be may, without 
presumption, assert, that the method of learning it is readily caught by the youngest boys i that 
it is not easy to be learned by rote ; that tbe order of it very greatly assists the memory j and 
that the impression produced by it, is lasting. In the hope, therefore, that it may become more 
extensively useful, he submits hiaplan to the opinion of the Public : and if he may have the 
satisfaction of thinkinj^ that it has, in somclsmall degree, assisted his younger friends through tbe 
difficulties of this preliminary stage of their classical education, he desires no better reward*

VERBS. 



A V^rb is the chief word in every sentence, and expresses the doing, 

BEING, or SUFFERING of a thing. 

Of Verbs there are two voices: 

1« The active; ending in o, as, amo I love. 

2. The PASSIVE, ending in or, as, Asf ok I am loved. 

Of Verbs ending in o, some are called 

Transitive, when the action passes on to the following noun, as, vineo te 
I conquer thee ; and some 

or NEUTER ' s when it does not pass on, or require a following noun, as, 

gaudeo I am glad. 

From active transitive are formed verbs passive, by changing o into or, as, vincor, 
I am conquered. 

Some verbs in or are called deponents, and have an active signification, as loquor 
I speak; and some are neuter, as, glorior I boast. 

Verbs that have different persons are called personal, as, ego amo I love; tu^amas 
thou lovest: and such as have not different persons are called impersonal, as toidet 
it irketh ; oportet it behoveth. 



Verbs have five tenses : viz. 
The present — ^which signifies a thing now doing: as, 

I love, or, am loving^ 

The preterimperfect— -which signifies a thing that was doing, but not 
ENDED : as, 

I did hpe, or, was tot>ing» 

The PR6TERPER9ECT — ^which signifies a thing absolutely done : as,

The PRBTERPLUPERFECT— which signifies a thing done some time ago : as, 

I had loved.

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THE THREE CONCORDS EXPLAINED. 



There are Three Concords, or Agreements, in Latin : 

1. Between the nominative case and the verb. 

2. Between the substantive and the adjective. 

3. Between the antecedent and the relative. 



THE FIRST CONCORD. 

A verb agrees with its nominative case in number and person. 

In order to find out the nominative case, ask who or whcU does the action signified 
by the verb, and the word which answers to the question is the nominative case. — 
Thus, 

Pr€eceptor legit^ vos vero negligitis. 
The master reads, but ye regard not. 

Here ask ** who reads ?" The answer is ** the master,** 
Then the ** master** is the nominative case to the verb reads. 
Ask ** who regards notf" The answer is ** f/e" 
Then '* ye** is the nominative case to the verb " regard,** 

Two or more nominatives singular have a verb plural, which verb must agree with 
the nominative case of the most worthy person. And note, the first person is more 
worthy than the second, the second is more worthy than the third : as 

Ego et tu sumus in tuto. 
/ and thou are in safety. 

Here the word **sumu^** is plural, to agree with the two singular nominatives **ego** 
and *Uu,** and it is in the first person, to agree with the first person ego. 
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THE SECOND CONCORD. 

The adjective^ whether it he a noun^ pronoun, or participle, agrees with its sub" 
stantive in case, gender, and number. 

In order to find out the substantive, ask who or what is this or that denoted by the 
adjective, and the word which answers to the question is the substantive required. — 
Thus, 

Amicus certus in re incerta cernitur. 

A sure friend is tried in a doubtful matter. 

Here ask " who or what is suref'^ The answer is " a friend.** 
Then ** friend** is the substantive to •« sure,** 

Again ask «« who or what is doubtful?** The answer is " a matter,** 
Then " matter** is the substantive to " doubtful.** 

Observe. — I* The masculine gender is more worthy than the feminine, and the 
feminine than the neuter. 

2. In things without life, thtl neuter is most worthy; and though the substantive or 
antecedent be of the masculine or feminine gender, yet the adjective or relative may be 
put in the neuter, as 

A reus et calami sunt bona. 
The bow and arrows are good. 

Here *^ arcus and calami** are masculine^ but ** bona** neuter. 

3. Two or more substantives singular may have an adjective plural, which adjective 
shall agree with the substantive of the most worthy gender, as 

<* Rex et regina beati." 

The king and queen are blessed^ 

Here " beati " is plural, and agrees in gender with *' rex ** rather than with 
" regina.** 



THE THIRD CONCORD. 

The relative pronoun qui, quse, quod, agrees with its antecedent in gender, number, 
and person. 

In order to find out the antecedent, ask the question << who?" or <<what?" with the 
verb^ and the word which answers to the question is the antecedent to the relative.-— 
Thus, 

Vir sapit qui pauca loquitur. 

The man is wise who speaketh few ^v^ords. 
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SYNTAX. 



THE FIRST CONCORD. 

A verb personal agrees with its nomiQative case in number and person : 
as, 

Sera nunqoam est ad bonos mores via. 
The way to good manners is never too late. 

The nominative case of pronouns is seldom expressed, except for the sake 
of cK«/tiic/t on or emphasis: as, 

Vos damnastis. 

Ye have condemned me : t. «• none other than you have condemned me. 

Sometimes the sentence is the nominative case to the verb : as, 

Ingenuas didicisse fideliter artes 
Emollit mores, nee sinit esse feros. 

To have learnt the liberal sciences thoroughly softens men's manners, 
nor suffers them to be brutaU 

Sometimes an adverb followed by a genitive : as, 

Partim virorum ceciderunt in bello. 
Part of the men were slain in the war. 

1. Verbs of the infinitive mood frequently set before themselves an accu- 
sative instead of a nominative^ the conjunction qudd or ut being omitted: as^ 

Te rediisse incolumem gandeo. 
I rejoice that you are returned safe. 

2. A verb placed between two nomnuUives of different numbers may agree 
with either of them: aSf 

Amantium irse amoris integratio est. Ter. 

The quarrels of lovers are the renewal of love. « 

3« A noun of multitude singular may be joined to a verb plural: as^ 

F^urs abiere. Part of them axe gone. 
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THE SECOND CONCORD. 

Adjectives, participles, and prooouns agree with their substaDtives in 
gender, number, and case: as. 

Rare avis in terns, Bigroque similUma cygno. Juv. 

An uncommon bird in the world, and very much like a black swan« 

Sometimes the sentence supplies the place of the substantive: as, 

Audi to regem Doroberniam proficisci. 

It being reported that the king was gone to Dover. 

* 
JVo/«.— In this cate the acyective is always in the neuter gender. 



THE THIRD CONCORD. 

The relative agrees with its antecedent in gender, number, and person : 

as, 

Vir bonus est quis ? 

Qui consulta patrum, qui leges, juraque servat. Hob. 

Who is a good man ? He who observes the decrees of the senators, 

the laws, and ordinances. 

Sometimes the sentence is put for the antecedent : as. 

In tempore ad earn veni, quod rerum omnium est primum. Ter. 
I came to her in time, which is the chief thing of all. 

A relative placed between two substantives of different genders and num- 
bers may agree with either : as. 

Homines tuentur ilium globum, quee terra dicitur. Cic. 
Men regard that globe, which is called earth.. 

Sometimes the relative agrees with the primitive pronoun, which is under- 
stood in the possessive : as, 

Omnes laudare fortunas meas. 
Qui gnatum haberem tali ingenio praeditum. Tsa. 
All began to praise my good fortune, i.e. the good fortune ofme^ 
who had a son endued with such a disposition. 

If the nominative case come between the relative and the verb^ the relative 
is governed by the verb, or by some other word which is placed in the 
sentence with the verb : as. 

Gratia ab officio, quod mora tardat, abest. Ovid. 

Thanks are lost in a kindness which delay keeps backt 

Cojns Bumen adoro. Whose deity I adore. 
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« 

THE CONSTRUCTION OP PRONOUNS.

The possessives meuSf tuus^ mus^ nosier , vester^ take after them these geni- 
tive cases, ipsiusj soliusy uniuSf duorumy trium, omnium^ pluriumy paucorumy 
cujusquCf &c. and also the genitive cases oi participlesy all which genitives 
agree with the primitive understood in the possessive: as, 

Me& unius opedu By my single service. Cic. 

Meum soli us peccatum. My offence alone. 

Scripta mea recitare timentis. The writings of me fearing to recite. HoR. 

Tuo ipsius studio. By your own desire. 

In suS. cuj usque laude preestantior. More excellent each in his own skill. 

Nostrd omnium memori4. In the memory of us all. 

Vestris paucorum landihus respondet. He answers the praises of you few. 

Sui and Suus are reciprocals, that is, have relation always to what went 
before most remarkable in the sentence : as, 

Petrus admiratur se. Peter admires himself. 
Parcit erroribus suus. He spares his own errors. 
Rogat ne se deseras. He begs you not to forsake him. 

The demonstrative hie relates to that which is nearest to me.

When Ate and ille refer to two things before mentigfied, hie generally

And the like to these, as videor^ habear^ exiatimor^ &€» have the same case 
before and after them, as 

Deus est summuni bonum. God is the chief good. 

Perpusilli vocantur nani. Very little people are called dwarfs. 

Fides religionis nostrse babetur fundamentom. 

Faith is esteeiired the foundation of our religion* 

Natura beatis omnibus esse dedit. Nature hath granted to all to be happy. 

Almost all verbs admit after them an adjective, which agrees with the 
nominative in case, number, and gender: as, 

Pii orant taciti. Pious men pray silent ; or in silence* 

Mains pastor dormit supinus. A bad shepherd sleeps face-upward. 



VERBS PASSIVE. 

The agent or doer of an action is put after verbs passive in the ablative 
case with the preposition a or a&, and sometimes in the dative case : as, 

Laudatur ab his. He is praised by them. 

Honesta bonis viris quaeruntnr. 

Honest things are aimed at by good men. 

The other cases continue in verbs passive, which belonged to them as 
actives: as, 

Accusaris a me furti. You are accused by me of theft. 

Habeberis ludibrio. You shall be made a laughing-stock. 

Dedoceberis a me istos mores* 

You shall be untaught those manners by me. 

Privaberis magistratii. You shall be deprived of your office. 

The neuter-passives, vapnlOf ? veneOf ? liceo^ ? eosulo^ } fio^ 

to be beaten, \ to be sold, ^ to be prized, 5 to be banished, { to be made, 

have a passive construction : as, 

A preceptore vapulabis. You shall be beaten by the master. 
Ab hoste venire. To be sold by the enemy. 
Virtus parvo pretio Meet. Virtue is set at low price. 
Cur ezulat philosophia ? Why is philosophy banished ? 
Quid fiet ab illo ? What shall be done by him? 
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GERUNDS AND SUPINES

Gerunds in do have the same construction with ablative cases, and 
Gerunds in dum with accusative, as

The art of writing is joined with speaking. v 

Alitur vitium vivit que tegendo. 

The disease is nourished and lives by being concealed. 

Locus ad agendum amplissimus. A place i&ry honorable to plead in. 

When NECESSITY is to be expressed, the gerund dum is used without a 
preposition, followed by the verb est : as, 

Orandum est, ut sit mens sana in corpora sano. Juv. 

We must pray, that be may have a sound mind in a sound body. 

Vigilandum est ei, qui cnpit vincere. 

He must watch, who desires to conquer. 

Gerunds are also changed into or declined like adjectives: as. 

Ad accusandos homines duci prsemio proximnm latrocinio est. 
To be perstladed by a bribe to accuse men is next akin to robbery. 



SUPINES. 



The supine in lem has an active signification, and follows only verbs or 
participles of motion : as, 

Spectatum veninnt. They come to see. 
Milites sunt missi speculatum arcem. 
Soldiers were sent to view the citadel. 

The supine in u has a passive meaning, and follows only adjectives : as, 

Qaod factu foedam est, idem est et dictn turpe. 

That which is foul to be done, the same is also shameful to be spoken* 
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THE INFINITIVE MOOD. 

The Infinitive Mood follows certain verbsi participles, and adjectives; 
and subntantives also according to the poets: as, 

Dicere quae puddit, scribere jasstt amor. Ovid. 

Love bid me write, what I was ashamed to speak. 

Jussas confundere foedus. Being ordered to violate the treaty. Yirg. 

Dignus amari. Worthy to be loved. 

Tempos abire tibi. It is time for you to be gone. 

The Infinitive Mood is sometimes pat alone by ellipsis: as, 

Hinc spargere voces in vulgam ambiguas. Virg. 
Upon this (he began) to scatter abroad doubtful sayings. 

N.B. The word ** incipiebat'* is understood before << spargere.** 



CONJUNCTIONS. 

Conjunctions copulative and disjunctive join together like moods, tensesj 
and cases : as, 

Socrates docuit Xenophontem et Platonem. 

Socrates taught Xenophon and Plato. 

Recto Stat corpore despicit que terras. 

He stands with his body upright, and looks down upon the earth. 

Nee scribit nee legit. He neither writes nor reads. 

Unless a difierent construction prevent it: as, 
Emi librum centussi et pluris. 
I bought a book for a hundred pence and more. 
Yixi Romee et Venetiis. I have lived at Rome and Venice.
